I un tin Mfd I Mini I'n g r O lin 
centration of Western tactical air force attacks against the 
advancing Soviet armies. 
For this reason alone, it is believed that the Soviet high 
command would swiftly strive to seige control of all l.urope if 
the cold war suddenly developed into a hot one. 
In addition, a Soviet aerial and submarine offensive against 
the United States could be sustained far more effectively if the 
Russian armies occupied Western Europe and the Middle East. 
Atlantic alliance military experts believe Soviet occupation 
of the Western European continent also would probably make 
Great Britain untenable as a major base of allied operations be* 
cause of its vulnerability to atomic rockets and radio-guided 
missiles. 
These are the factors which make the question of whether 
Europe will fight of such far-reaching import to Western security. 
In order to find the answers to this fateful question, this 
correspondent made a trip around Western and Southeastern 
Europe. 
Key capitals and cities visited during the course of a month's 
survey included London. Paris. Hie Hague. Berlin. Bonn, Frank­ 
furt. Vienna, Geneva. Rome and Belgrade. 
“ Will Western Europe fight?" was the question put to 
heads of governments, political leaders, noted statesmen, dip­ 
lomats, military chiefs, ordinary soldiers and the average man 
and woman in eight countries.
